Cincinnati, it is understood has given Governor Cox, the assur- 
ance that the full power of the Attorney General's department 
will be at the disposal of the Governor in the fight to knock out 
the petitions. It was expected that a formal statement decided 
on by the Governor would be given out later.

Columbus, O., July 8—Backed by 


what he considers evidence that can- 
not be doubted, Governor Cox made 
the statement that "the most colossal 
fraud in the history of the state has 
been perpetrated" Jn the securing of 
names to the referendum petition on 
the Green 
compulsory 
workmen's 


compensation act. 


The petition recently was filed by 


the Ohio Equity association, which 
has headquarters in Cleveland. 


The unequivocal statement, sound- 


ed with the fact the alleged fraud 
is to b i made the basis for an at- 
tempt 
to invalidate 
the petition, 


makes it certain that the state ad- 
ministration has put itself 
in the 


place where 
the charges 
must be 


made good. 


The fact is 
keenly 
appreciated 


by Governor Cox, who sees the fa- 
tality of a fluke and is backed up by 
what he considers positive proof of 
his claims. 
The whole matter was 


formally turned over 
to Attorney- 


General T. S. Hogan, but responsibil- 
ity for establishing of the charges 
still is borne by the state administra- 
tion. There was expressed today no 
doubt as to the outcome. 
It was 


stated that after the start was made 
each succeeding inquiry only result- 
ed in the disclosure of more rotten- 
ness. 


For instance, it is claimed that in 


one county the names of prominent 
residents were deliberately forged to 
the petitions.

the postoffice site or the condemna- 
tion suit. 


Before coming here the Cincinnati 


district attorney had a long confer- 
ence with Col. William L. 
Moore, 


postoffice 
inspector-in-charge 
over 


the Newark district.

torney McPherson left 
Newark 
at 


noon, to return to Cincinnati. 
On 


his departure it was said that noth- 
ing further would be learned on the 
postoffice proposition before Septem- 
ber 1, when another conference may 
b held.

Pittsburgh showed little outward evi- 
dence today of yesterday's crash 
in 


banking circles, involving failure of 
the First-Second National bank, with 
$32,000,000 of deposits, the First Na- 
tional bank of McKeesport, an allied 
institution and the appointment of 


receivers for the American 
Water 


Works and Guarantee company, the 
largest concern of its kind in 
the 


country, and for the banking ho'use of 
J. S. & W. S. Kuhn, incorporated. 


No unusual scenes 
were observed 


about other banks of the city, with 
the exception of the Pittsburgh Bank 
for Savings, another bank controlled 
by J. S. and W. S. Kuhn, who con- 
trolled the majority of stock in the 
two banks that suspended yesterday. 


The run on the saving institution 
that was started by the failures yes- 
terday was resumed this morning, 
possibly in somewhat larger magni- 
tude, but the same method as adopted 
yesterday was pursued today. All de- 
positors were paid $50 at once and no- 
tice of thirty, sixty and ninety days 
for larger amounts were required. 


With the assurance of several mil- 


lions in cash and quick assets 
on 


hand, the run on this bank is not 
looked upon as likely to resule ser- 
iously. In fact bankers with no im- 
mediate connection with 
the

institutions assert that the Pittsburgh 
Bank for 
Savings 
will 
weather 


the situation 
and make all pay- 


ments as demanded under the con-

Columbus, O-, July 8. — According 


to the July crop report issued by the 
department of agriculture today the 
condition of growing wheat Is 94 
percent of a full crop. The damage 
from joint worm, according to the 
report is only 4 percent. 


Previous reports from agricultural 


experts were to the effect that the 
wheat crop was about 
50 percent. 


The report of the stale agricultural 
bureau is based on data gathered by 
!)2S farmers who are said to have 
been in touch with the situation. 


The corn acreage is 3,044,078, 95 


percent of last year's crop and the 
growing conditions is said to be 9"> 
percent.

Washington, July 8. - [Special.] —

At least that is 
what I gather from the somewhat des- 
ultory aud fragmentary discussions 1 
have heard on the subject of our rela- 
tions with Mexico as voiced by those

with what has 


been done and what we are now doing. 
••Americans in Mexico." said Senator 
Fall of New Mexico, "ask that the 
present diplomatic policy of the United 
States be succeeded by the true Jeffer- 
sonian and Hamiltonlan principles of 
diplomacy for just a little while." 


Senator Lodge asserted that our con- 


suls had been admonished against "too 
much zeal" and had not been properly 
backed up by this government 


What Can Diplomacy Do? 


There was a very Interestin^dlscus- 


ston ns to what diplomacy could do In 
Mexico. "Diplomacy cannot enforce 
anything anywhere outside of 
the 


United States." declared Senator Ba- 
con. 


"When diplomacy fails, what then?" 


asked Senator Smith of Arizona. 


"Then It is a question whether or not 


force shall be used," replied Bacon. 


Senator Lodge then told about a Ger- 


man family that bad been killed In 
Mexico and the German minister, 
without threat of war. had collected 
100.000 marks Indemnity, and, although 
eighty Americans had been killed and 
much property destroyed, he had not 
heard of the collection of any indem- 
nity by this government. No senator 
seemed to think it pertinent to the 
discussion to ask what good the 100.- 
000 marks did to the German and his 
family who had been killed. 


After a lengthy wrangle It was fonnd 


that diplomacy will do just as much as 
the fighting elements in Mexico are 
willing to concede and no more. 


Label the Lobbyiata.

ister them," said Congressman John 
Garner of Texas.

the Eastern railroads, are in favor 
of a strike. These figures were an- 
nounced today at a joint meeting of 
union representatives and a commit- 
tee of railroad managers. 


When the conference convened the 
Erie railroad announced that it had 
•withdrawn from the proceedings on 
the ground that it would be unable 
to meet any advance which -might 
result. 
This practically Invites a 
strike. 


The Erie statement, signed by J. 


C. Stuart, vice president, says in 
part: 


"Similar proceeings in the 
past 


have resulted in 
increased 
wages, 


and while it may be possible 
for 


some roads to meet these increases, 
the Erie railroad is not in a position 
to do so at present. 
The wage in- 


crease demand amounts to 25 per- 
cent or a total annual cost, on the 
basis of present figures of practical- 
ly $1,200,000." 


The Erie says it is willing to con- 


sider wages and conditions of In- 
dividuals but will not agree to any 
general increase to any class of em- 
ployes at ihe sacrifice of needed safe- 
ty appliances and improved 
equip- 
ment.

cates of the initiative and referendum

first_ place an amendment says: "The 
portion and signatures upon such peti-

c-h event 10 additional days shall be

signatures to such petition.'' 


The amendment fails to state be- 


'ore whom the fraud is to be proved. 
Secretary of State Charles H. Graves 
was inter\icwed and stated that he is 
.-on\inced that he is not'the official be- 
iore \\hom the proof is to be submit- 
ted. 
It is one of the failings of the 


amendment that it does not state the 
legal process that is to take place to 
\-nock out a petition. 
If not before 


:he secretary, it is presumed that the 
matter is to be taken into the court. 


The officials who are objecting 
to 


:hc alleged fraudulent 
petition 
filed 


on the compensation act are going on 
he theory that there must be court 
action. H can be said on the best au- 
:hority that a suit will be filed to 
test the petition. 
How that can he 


done is a problem for lawyers to solve. 


That a huge blunder was made in 


he last General Assembly when the 
.Veygant bill 
was 
passed, 
giving 


acic approval to 
the 
reprehensible 


lolicy of paying for signatures, seems 
low to be admitted in the state house. 
\s originally introduced the bill pro- 
libited payment for the circulation of 
•etitions, but this was so changed as 
to give sanction to what has been de- 
cribcd by many lawyers as a form 
)f bribery. 


One of the results that is expected 
o come from the discoveries is 
the 


irloption of legislation 
to 
prevent 


myniPiits for circulation of 
petitions. 


The effect of this %%ould be to nullify 
he initiative and referendum. 
It is 


•ven now suggested 
that

U. S. ARMY AVIATOR 


MET DEATH TODAY 


NEAR TEXAS CITY 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


Houston. Texas. July S.—Lieutenant 


Loran H. Call of the United States 
aviation corps was killed early today 
by the collapse and fall of his aero- 
plane north of Texas City. 
He had 


started his flight from the aviation 
field iu the second 
army 
division 


mobilization camp. 


The accident ocurred several miles 


from the camp. 
First 
information 


was that the machine was completely 


wrecked and that the officer was dead 
when found. 


Lieut. Call was regarded as one of 


the best army aviators. Yesterday he 
made a 25-mile flight in 25 minutes. 


Lieut. Call was born in Washington, 


D. C., June 30, 1888, and appointed a 
second lieutenant In the coast artillery 
from Kansas September 25, 1909. He 
was promoted to first lieutenant July 
1, 1911. 


The dangerous 
thing 
known to 


aviators as a "warm air current" is 
held responsible for Call's death. The 
young lieutenant rose from the avia- 
tion field, bordering the 
gulf 
early 


this morning, 
turned 
his 
biplane 


northward and flew over 
the level 


stretches near the artillery camp at 
an altitude of about 500 feet. He was 
plainly visible to several soldiers who 
said that his biplane seemed to be 


running smoothly when without warn- 
ing it turned its nose downward and 
plunged almost straight to the earth. 
The impact broke nearly every bone 
iii Call's body.
